the same tr ack. 
Both tr ains wer e 
on tr ack No. 6, but which was 
ther e by mistake is not yet settled. 
The collision occur r ed on a cur ve 
lined with car s, which made it im­ 
possible for the engineer s to see 
each other until a collision was in­ 
evitable. 
Both engines wer e mov­ 
ing at a consider able speed. 
The 
lever s wer e r ever sed as quickly as 
possible, but not quickly enough 
to pr event the coming together of 
two ponder ous pieces of machiner y. 
A ll hands jumped to save them­ 
selves, and near ly all succeeded in 
r eaching a 
safe 
distance. 
Stall­ 
ings’ foot was spr ained by the jump, 
and, unable to get 
far 
fr om 
the 
wr eck, was badly scalded. 
Spin­ 
dle failed to get aw ay 
fr om 
the 
wr eck, and was also badly scalded 
all over the body. 
A s he jumped the engines came 
together and he was
